The Ger man Off leer Junta in Argentina has been vorking Underground 
to build up a German unit of all branches for Service in the Egyptian Army. 
This is apparently part of a videspread organization to bring German officers 
and soldiers back into Service. The Junta is in touch vith the Egyptian 
Erabassy in Buenos Aires, Argentina. Folioving are "Whö’s Who" notes on 
some of the leaders: 


c. Johann Von L5ER5, Nazi vriter, nov living in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina under an alias. Until 1928 an attache at Vilhelmstrasse, . Then 
forced to leave because of Nazi activity. After Hitler came to puver, became 
"Reichscnulungleiter des National-sozialistischen Studentenbundes ." Later he 
became a nevspaperman and tos chief editor of the periodical "Unser Wille und 
Unser Weg," also Berlin editor of "Nationalsozialistische Rheinfront." He 
has also written numjrferoua books, among which eure "Vierzehn Jahre Juden - 
republüc We imar ," "Geschichte des Nationalsozialismus," and "Adolf Hitler." 
These mlade him a leader in Nazi literature. 
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
